At a conference in Harbin on 22 May, three Mongol representatives of Manchurian and 
Western Mongolia and one representative from Hulunbuir decided that the pa me of the 
Wangyehmiao Government, known as the Inner Mongolian Autonomous Government, should 
be changed to the Inner Mongolian Labor Government. 

2* The Mongols at this conference were YUH Tae and Hafongga from Manchurian Mongolia 
and Eikimbato from Hulunbuirs the name of the Western representative is unknown. 

3« St was further decided that Hulunbuir would be known as the Hulunbuir Special Self- 
Governing District, since it does not come under the jurisdiction of the Wangyeh- 
rniao regime but rather has direct relations with the Mongolian Peopled Republic 
and USSR Governments. The head of the Hulunbuir Government Is Irkimbato.

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GHIK Yao'-cbu, a Mongol, is the head of Raongmurun League. This League comprises 
the area of former Hsingan East Province of the Manehukuoau regime.

They are opposed to both the Chinese Communist Party 
and the Kuomintang. Two underground parties have been formed «*■ the Mongolian Youth 
Party and the Mongolian Revolutionary Party. 


The Wangyehmiao regime is no longer inflicting punishment of any kind of Mongols who 
go to Communist areas from Rationalist areas. Por this reason there may be expected 


a great migration from such cities as Changchi 

and Peiping-
